Project Description (Proposed actions, location, and/or consequences).

The proposed project involves a request for the approval of a Development Plan and Conditional Use Permit to construct
four buildings, including dormitories, a kitchen, a dining hall, laundry facilities, and storage and office space to
accommodate up to 338 seasonal farm workers. The buildings would be one and two-story prefabricated modular units
to be constructed on-site, totaling 29,597 square feet. The project site would also include visitor parking, a biofiltration
basin, an outdoor dining area, a sports field and infrastructure improvements. The subject property is located at 5780
Mission Road (APN 157-150-63) within the Guajome Neighborhood Planning Area in the City of Oceanside, just east of
the intersection of Melrose Drive and Highway 76. The project site would encompass four acres and is accessible via
Singh Way. The site has been disturbed as a result of prior agricultural production and is located just east of the West
Coast Tomato Growers Packing Facility.

Identify the project’s significant or potentially significant effects and briefly describe any proposed mitigation measures that
would reduce or avoid that effect.

Potentially significant impacts related to Biological Resources, Cultural Resources, Geology and Soils, Land Use and
Planning, and Tribal Cultural Resources have been identified. All potentially significant impacts would be reduced to a
less than significant level with implementation of the identified mitigation measures, which include BIO-1 through BIO-10,
CUL-1 through CUL-8, and GEO-1 and GEO-2. Implementation of the proposed project would not result in any significant
and unavoidable impacts.

If applicable, describe any of the project's areas of controversy known to the Lead Agency, including issues raised by
agencies and the public.

A community outreach meeting was hosted by the applicant and provided an opportunity for the public to raise concerns
related to the proposed project prior to the public review period. Questions related to night lighting, noise, and trip
generation were raised by the public in this meeting. Nighttime lighting would be provided on building exteriors, but would
not be provided on the soccer field or basketball court. No excessive noise sources would be generated by the project at
nearby residential properties, which are located a minimum of 500 feet from the project site. The project would generate
76 daily trips; however, given that bus trips would be generated, the Initial Study considered the passenger car
equivalent of 108 daily trips. Impacts related to each of these concerns are addressed further in the Initial Study and are

identified as resulting in less than significant impacts. There are no other known areas of controversy associated with the
proposed project.
